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-Constitution  is  inspired 
soys  Latter-day  Saint 


Latter-day  Saints  are  taught  that  the  constitution  is  an 
inspired  document.  But  in  what  respect  is  it  inspired.  And 
. what  ideals  were  intended  to  be  achieved  through  its  heaven- 
born  genius?  While  this  brief  article  does  not  pretend  to 
answer  all  the  question  that  have  a bearing  on  this  subject, 
some  important  concepts  can  be  mentioned. 

FIRST  THE  CONSTITUTION  is  God’s  proposed  sys- 
tem of  government  for  men.  Said  a revelation:  “And  as  per- 
taining to  law  of  man,  whatsoever  is  more  or  less  Than  this, 
cometh  of  evil.”  (D.  & C.  98:7.)  The  old  Articles  of  Confed- 
eration sustained  a system  of  government  that  was  less 
than  the  Constitution,  in  that  it  did  not  contain  the  power 
of  the  machinery  to  uphold  the  rights  of  men  and  regulate 
adequately  the  affairs  of  society.  , . 

The  socialized  state,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a govern- 
mental  system  that  is  “more”  tl\an  that  Pf0^1^ 
the  Constitution.  Sucli  a system  must  regulate  wheie  the 
Constitution  would  not  regulate  and  must  mfnnge  upon 
. personal  freedom  where  the  Constitution  would  uphold  that 
• freedom. 

ACCORDING  TO  THE  LDS  VIEW,  the  Constitution  is 
. a universal  document,  belonging  to  all  mankind.  Because  he 
accepted  this  ideal,  Joseph  Smith  sought  in  the  campaign  ot 
1844  to  extend  its  guarantees  and  its  powers  throughout  the 

W°  Earlier  the  Lord  had  declared  in  two  Revelations  that 
“that  law  of  the  land  which  is  constitutional,  supporting  that 
: principle  of  freedom  in  maintaining  rights  and  Pi™leees. 

belongs  to  all  mankind.”  (D.  &.  C 98:5;  101:77-78.)  In 
i.  this  light,  George  Q.  Cannon  wrote  of  the  Constitution . it 
i is  broad  enough,  if  interpreted  in  its  true  spirit,  to  cover  the 
individual,  the  continent,  and  the  entire  globe  and  furnish 
! freedom  for  all.”  (J.  D.,  20:204.) 

SECOND.  THE  CONSTITUTION  is  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  problem  of  granting  and  upholding  lndividu- 
al  freedom  A revelation  declared  that  the  Constitution  was 
i-  established  and  should  be  maintained”  according  to  just  and 
holy  principles;  that  every  man  may  act  m doctrine  ‘and 
, principle  pertaining  to  futurity,  according  to  the  moial 
agency  which  I have  given  unto  him,  that  every  man  may  be 
? accountable  for  his  own  sins  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

: (D.  &C.  101:77-78.)  , . ,.  .,  .. 

In  this  ideal  of  political  economy  where  individual  free- 
-1  dom  is  the  foundation  of  society,  government  is  instituted 
;•  to  safeguard  human  right  and  provide  proper  maclimeiy  to 
reconcile  conflicts  that  arise  between  elements  within  so- 
f Ciety,  in  such  a way  as  to  insure  that  justice  will  hold  the 
balance  between  the  contending  factions. 

G THIS  PHILOSOPHY  MADISON  set  forth  in  his  famous  . 
' Federalist,  No.  10.  It  follows  that  governmental  measures 
« . that  foster  social  programs  for  the  people  are  basically  m- 
ij  compatible  with  the  Constitution.  Social  measures  require 
’ majority  approval,  but  they  Effect  the  lives  and  property  of 
; all  people  within  the  body  politic,  regardless  of  whether  oi 
I i not  the  individual  desires  to  be  so  affected. 

Minority  groups  very  often  are  forced  to  conform  to  tne 
■j  majority  opinion,  either  by  the  pressure  of  popular  senti- 
‘ ment  or  by  the  direct  influence  of  government  doing  the 
S • will  of  the  people.  Hence,  the  socialized  state  stands  in  oppo- 
l. ! sition  to  the  ideal  of  fredom  espoused  by  the  Constitution. 

THESE  TWO  OPPOSING  CONCEPTS  of  government 
1 : each  find  a precedent  in  the  philosophies  set  forth  by  John 
S i Locke  and  Pean  Jacque  Rousseau.  In  his  Two  Treatises  on 
i Government  (1690),  Locke  developed  his  concept  of  the 
; : Social  Contract— which  in  many  ways  gave  birth  to  the  idea 
: of  constitutional  government — emphasizing  that  therein  m- 
dividual  rights  could  best  be  maintained.  - . . 

Locke’s  ideal  came  to  America  and  became  firmly  en- 
[ trenched  in  the  thinking  of  our  Founding  Fathers. 

ROUSSEAU,  ON  THE  OTHER  HAND,  conceived  of  a 
I state  where  sovereignty  was  to  be  represented  as  the  will  ot 
t the  organism.  In'  his  idea  of  the  Social  Contract,  each  rndivia- 
1 ual  agreed  to  abide  by  “the  general  will”  and  to  uphold  the 
* proposition  that  the  state  should  be  directed  thereby.  Indi- 
: - vidual  rights  were  not  emphasized  and  at  times  might  even 
\ be  abrogated  by  popular  opinion. 

The  opposing  philosophies  of  Locke  and  Rousseau  aie 
\ still  at  variance  with  each  other  in  the  present  world  conflict 
5 over  political  ideologies,  where  our  inspired  Constitution 
founded  upon  the  ideal  of  maintaining  individual  rights 
i I stands  in  opposition  to  all  who  would  propose  social  measures 
]}  sponsored  by  governmental  authority,  to  which  minority 
1 groups  are  induced  to  submit.  f 

While  Locke’s  concept  came  to  America,  Rousseau  s 
ideology  found  root  in  parts  of  Europe,  where  it  gave  sup- 
port to  the  development  of  Communist  ideology.  For  m

Joseph  Smith  found  fault  with  the  Constitution  because,

yet  it  did  not  provide  sufficient  guarantees  to  insure  that 
these  rights  would  be  upheld  for  all  people. 

Said  he:  “Under  its  provision,  a man  or  a people  who 
are  able  to  protect  themselves  can  get  along  well  enough; 
but  those  who  have  the  misfortune  to  be  weak  or  unpopular 
are  left  to  the  merciless  rage  of  popular  fury.”  (History  ol 
the  Church,  6:56-57).  . 

THIS  PROPOSAL  GREW  out  of  the  experiences  of 
the  Saints  in  Missouri  and  the  treatment  their  case  for 
redress  was  given  thereafter  by  state  and  federal  officials. 
The  Prophet  thus  proposed  that  the  Federal  Government 
have  power  to  see  that  each  state  maintained  a true  republi- 
can form  of  government,  as  the  Constitution  implies. 

He  made  a brilliant  explanation  of  hjs  point  of  conten- 
tion in  a letter  to  Senator  John  C.  Calhoun.  But  while  the 
Civil  War  largely  settled  the  issue  of  the  scope  of  federal 
power  in  favor  of  the  Prophet’s  view,  there  are  other  im- 
proper interpretations  against  which  we  must  continually 

stiuggle^  INSTANCE>  THE  writer  was  recently  in- 
formed  that  a Utah  congressman  has  used  Joseph  Smith’s 
proposal  to  give  the  Federal  Government  power  to  require 
the  states  to  maintain  a republican  form  of  government  as 
an  argument  supporting  greater  grants  of  power  to  federal 

authority  today.  . ..  . , 

If  this  is  true,  here  is  a flagrant  misapplication  of  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  Prophet’s  proposal. 

While  it  is  one  thing  to  suggest  the  use  of  federal  power 
to  extend  the  guarantees  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  to  the  state 
level  (They  check  on(y  federal,  not  state,  power.),  it  is 
quite  another  thing  to  advocate  the  greater  socialization  of 
the  Federal  Government. 

✓ BY  CONTRAST,  THE  PROPHESY  is  found  in  LDS 
literature  that  the  Saints  must  one  day  play  a leading  role  in 
restoring  the  Constitution  to  its  original  concept.  In  his 
“Views  of  the  Powers  and  Policy  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,”  Joseph  Smith  advocated  such  a return  in 

his  day.  , _ ... 

Finally,  Latter-day  Saints  hold  that  the  Constitution  is, 
as  Orson  Pratt  expressed  it,  “a  stepping  stone  to  a form  of 
government  infinitely  greater  and  more  perfect— a govern- 
ment founded  upon  Divine  laws,  and  officers  appointed  by 
the  God  of  heaven.”  (J.D.,  7:215.)  But  to  establish  this 
higher  political  ideal  and  extend  a system  founded  thereon 
throughout  the  world,  people  must  be  shown  how  intelli- 
gently to  care  for  their  own  needs  without  relying  upon 
government  programs.  . .. 

HERE  ZION  MUST  BECOME  an  ensign  to  the  world. 
Her  social  and  economic  programs,  wherein  mature  individ- 
uals cooperate  freely  to  care  for  their  own  needs  in  the  spirit 
of  Christian  living,  are  vital  factors  in  the  achievement  ot 
the  higher  order  of  political  freedom  espoused  in  the  King- 
dom of  God.  . , . , , 

Indeed,  a revelation  states  that  Zion  s social  and  eco- 
nomic principles  must  be  developed  as  a foundation  for  that 
future  political  order.  After  enunciating  certain  of  these 
economic  principles,  the  revelation  said:  “Behold,  this  is  the 
preparation  wherewith  I prepare  you,  and  the  foundation, 

. . . that  the  church  may  stand  independent  above  all  other 
creatures  beneath  the  celestial  world;  that  you  may  come 
up  unto  the  crown  prepared  for  you,  and  he  made  rulers 
over  many  kingdoms.”  (D.  & C.  78:13-15.) 

IN  ADDITION  TO  THE  ECONOMIC  IDEAL  espoused 
in  this  statement,  the  point  is  inferred  that  only  when  Zion 
becomes  an  ensign  of  righteousness,  freedom  and  union  can 
the  Saints  expect  freedom  loving  peoples  to  rally  around 
her  standard  and  willingly  cooperate  in  establishing  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  its  full  power  upon  the  earth. 

IN  THAT  DAY,  THE  CONSTITUTION  will  become  the 
foundation  of  a universal,  millennial  government,  that  will 
restore  the  inspired  document  to  its  original  concept,  de- 
velop it  to  achieve  the  fullness  of  that  concept,  and  extend 
its  guarantees  of  freedom  throughout  the  world.

So  a "clean”  bomb  would  be 
one  which  got  most  of  its  energy 
yield  from  fusion.  A weapon 
consisting  solely  of  a fission  pri- 
mary, or  trigger,  and  a fusion 
charge,  without  a fissionable 
jacket,  would  create  less  radio- 
activity than  a Fission-Fuion- 
Fission  bomb. 

THIS  COUNTRY  has  tested 
big  bombs  which  were  95  per 
cent  clean  in  the  sense  that  they 
got  95  per  cent  of  their  violence 
from  fusion  and  only  five  per 
cent  from  fission. 

The  Sunday  Times  in  London 
reported  that  no  trace  of  U-237 
had  been  found  in  fallout  from 
Russia’s  55-60  megaton  bomb. 
If  this  analysis  turns  out  to  be 
correct,  it  means  that  the  big 
weapon  contained  no  appreci- 
able amount  of  U-238. 

This  would  be  a strong  in- 
dication, but  not  absolute  proof, 
that  the-  Russians,  like  the  Unit* 
ed  States,  had  developed  a rel- 
atively clean  bomb. 

IT  WOULD  not  be  absolute 
proof  because  the  Russians  con- 
ceivably could  have  used  a jack- 
et of  some  other  metal,  which 
like  U-238,  would  undergo  fiss- 


ion but  would  not  produce  any 
telltale  U-237.  Such  a jacket  theo- 
retically could  be  made  of  thor- 
ium. Thorium  is  a heavy  ele- 
ment which  is  not  normally 
fissionable  but  which  can  be 
transmuted  in  an  atomic  reactor 
into  fissionable  U-233.  Like 
U-238  it  might  split  under  bom- 
bardment *by  H-bomb  neutrons. 

The  Russians  also  could  have 
used  jackets  of  U-235  or  even 
plutonium  to  build  a manage- 
able monster  of  55  to  60  mega- 
tons. But  these  materials  are 
^extremely  costly  and  their  lav- 
ish use  in  bomb  jackets  would 
indicate  the  Russians  had  rich 
reserves  of  them.
